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On  March  15,  1998,  the  Town  rededicated  the  renovated  Lucius 
Beebe  Memorial  Library.  Architects  Childs  Bertman  Tseckares  Inc. 
redesigned  the  accessible  Avon  St.  entry  to  match  the  dignity  and 
grace  of  the  original  Cram  and  Ferguson  building.  Built  using  both 
state  and  local  funds,  and  furnished  in  large  measure  by  private 
donations,  the  welcoming  library  attracts  twice  the  number  of 
patron  visits.  The  handsome  Quiet  Reading  Room  was  among  twen- 
ty-two libraries  nationally  featured  in  the  architectural  issue  of 
Library  Journal.

TO  REGISTER  TO  VOTE  IN  WAKEFIELD  YOU  MUST  BE: 

•  an  American  citizen  (native-born  or  naturalized) 

•  at  least  18  years  old  on  the  date  of  the  election 

•  a  resident  of  Wakefield,  Massachusetts 

WHEN  AND  WHERE  TO  REGISTER: 

•  9  am  to  5  pm,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  during  any  extra  hours 
scheduled  by  the  Board  of  Registrars  (see  local  newspapers  for  times). 

•  Town  Clerk's  office,  first  floor,  William  J.  Lee  Memorial  Hall,  One 
Lafayette  Street,  OR  in  any  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  (your  registration  will  be  forwarded  to  Wakefield  Town 
Clerk  for  inclusion  on  local  voting  list).  You  may  also  request  a  mail-in 
registration  form. 

DEADLINES  FOR  REGISTRATION: 

•  To  vote  in  state  or  presidential  primaries  or  state  elections,  you  must 
register  to  vote  at  least  20  days  before  the  election. 

•  To  vote  in  local  elections,  or  to  vote  at  Annual  Town  Meeting,  you  must 
register  to  vote  at  least  20  days  prior  to  the  election. 

•  To  vote  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  you  must  register  at  least  10  days 
prior  to  the  meeting. 

MORE  ABOUT  REGISTRATION 

Registration  is  permanent  unless  a  voter  moves  to  a  new  city  or  town. 
However,  failure  to  respond  to  the  Annual  Census  may  result  in  being 
dropped  from  the  active  list  of  Registered  Voters.  A  voter,  moving  from 
one  precinct  to  another  within  the  town,  should  immediately  notify  the 
Registrars  of  the  changes  to  assure  being  able  to  vote  in  the  new 
precinct,  otherwise  he  must  vote  in  his  former  address. 

Registrations  are  administered  by  the  Board  of  Registrars.  The  Board  is 
composed  of  three  citizens,  appointed  for  three  year  terms  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  the  Town  Clerk,  who  by  virtue  of  her  office,  serves  as  clerk 
of  the  board.

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LOCAL  ELECTIONS 

Local  elections  are  held  annually  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  April  and  are 
non-partisan.  Write-ins  are  permitted,  and  absentee  voting  is  allowed. 

TO  BECOME  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  LOCAL  OFFICE,  A  CITIZEN  MUST: 

•  be  a  registered  voter  in  Wakefield,  Massachusetts. 

•  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the  Town  Clerk  (one  set  of  papers  for 
each  office  sought  in  the  election). 

•  obtain  the  signatures  of  50  citizens  who  are  registered  to  vote  in  Wakefield. 

•  submit  nomination  papers  to  the  Board  of  Registrars  49  days  prior  to 
the  town  election  for  certification  of  the  signatures. 

•  file  nomination  papers  with  the  Town  Clerk  by  5  pm  on  the  35th  day 
before  the  town  election.  This  places  the  candidate's  name  officially  on 
the  ballot. 

TO  JOIN  A  POLITICAL  PARTY 

A  citizen  may  choose  to  declare  his/her  choice  of  political  affiliation  when 
he/she  registers  to  vote,  or  may  declare  his/her  party  choice  when  voting  in 
primary  elections.  If  a  voter  chooses  not  to  declare  his/her  party,  he/she  will 
be  listed  as  an  "unenrolled  voter"  on  voting  lists. 

TO  CHANGE  OR  CANCEL  PARTY  ENROLLMENT/SERVE  AS  A  DELEGATE 

A  voter  may  appear  in  person  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or  use  the  postal 
system  to  change  his/her  party  designation.  This  may  be  done  at  any  time. 

A  party  member  is  eligible  to  be  a  delegate  to  his/her  party  conventions; 
delegates  are  chosen  every  four  years  on  the  presidential  primary  ballot. 

PROCEDURE  AT  TOWN  MEETING  IS  SET  FORTH  IN  THE  TOWN 
CHARTER. 

THE  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

The  Town  Meeting  Warrant  is  a  collection  of  articles  presented  by  depart- 
ments, committees  and  voters  for  consideration  at  an  Annual  or  Special 
Town  Meeting.  The  warrant  is  composed  by  the  Selectmen,  with  articles 
being  entered  by  request  or  petition.  Individual  voters  may  have  an  article 
inserted  by  petition.  The  selectmen  receive  all  petitions  for  the  warrant. 
Signatures  of  ten  or  more  registered  voters  are  required  on  articles  for 
annual  town  meetings;  100  signatures  are  required  for  articles  filed  by  citi- 
zens in  warrants  for  special  town  meetings.  Signatures  on  petitions  must 
be  substantially  as  the  voters'  names  appear  on  the  voting  list.  Voters  may 
request  the  advise  of  the  Town  Counsel  in  drawing  up  an  article.  Custom- 
arily, public  announcement  is  made  of  the  opening  and  the  closing  dates  of 
the  warrant.  Citizens,  however,  may  take  their  petitions  to  the  Selectmen 
at  any  Board  meeting  during  the  year  and  the  Selectmen  will  hold  such 
articles  for  insertion  in  the  warrant  for  the  next  town  meeting.  Department 
heads  enter  their  articles  by  the  process  of  request. 

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Annual  Report  is  comprised  of  reports  from  all  Town  departments, 
including  operating  expenses  and  statistical  information.  The  Annual 
Report  is  compiled  by  the  Selectmen's  office,  and  copies  are  available  free 
prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.

At  the  Board's  organizational  meeting,  following  the  Town  Election  in  April, 
Sel.  John  B.  Encarnacao  was  elected  Chairman  and  Sel.  Kevin  T.  Haggerty  was 
elected  Secretary.  The  other  members  of  the  Board  are  Sel.  Peter  G.  Melanson, 
Sel.  Linda  A.  Sawin,  and  Sel.  Wayne  M.  Tarr. 

The  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  broadly 
diversified  in  hundreds  of  sections  of  law  applying  directly  to  Selectmen. 

The  Town  of  Wakefield  voted  for  an  Open  Town  Meeting  -  Board  of  Selectmen 
-  Town  Administrator  Charter  at  the  Town  Election  of  November  3,  1998.  This 
plan  maintains  the  Selectmen  in  their  traditional  role  as  the  elected  directors  of 
the  municipality,  and  provides  for  an  administrator  to  carry  out  administrative 
assignments  within  a  policy  framework  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Charter. 

The  broadly  diversified  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  affect  the  functioning  of  all  Town  departments,  and  central  coordina- 
tion is  essential  to  an  effective  and  efficient  municipal  administration. 

The  necessity  for  effective  liaison  and  representation  between  the  Town,  the 
Federal  Government,  the  State  Government,  and  metropolitan  agencies  contin- 
ues to  be  increasingly  complex  and  demanding.  The  Town's  active  participation 
is  necessary  to  the  Town's  responsible  representation  in  an  area  of  significant 
socio-economic  impact. 

Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1965,  became  effective  on  February  16, 
1966,  which  constituted  enactment  of  collective  bargaining  for  municipalities. 
Municipal  employers  are  prevented  from  (a)  interfering  with  the  right  of 
employees  to  organize  for  the  purpose  of  collective  bargaining,  and  (b)  dominat- 
ing or  interfering  with  any  employee  organization,  (c)  discharging  or  discrimi- 
nating against  any  employee  who  testified  before  the  State  Labor  Relations 
Commission  on  a  specific  proceeding,  (d)  refusing  to  bargain  collectively  in  good 
faith  with  a  designated  exclusive  bargaining  agent,  and  (e)  refusing  to  discuss 
grievances  with  the  bargaining  agent.  The  statute  states  "the  municipal  employ- 
er shall  be  represented  by  the  Chief  Executive  Officer,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  or  his  representative  or  representatives".  It  has  been  determined 
that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the  Chief  Executive  Board  in  towns  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  statute,  except  as  to  School  Department  personnel.  This  legislation 
continues  to  have  a  costly  and  complex  impact  on  municipal  administration  in 
Massachusetts. 

Chapter  1078  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1973  has  identified  municipal  labor  con- 
tract negotiations  as  a  matter  of  serious  fiscal  consequences.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  has  long  recognized  the  necessity  for  professional  representation  at 
the  bargaining  table,  and  has  continued  to  engage  specialized  legal  services  in 
this  important  relationship.

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Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 

The  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission  has  been  made  up  of  a  five  mem- 
ber board  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  It  administers  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  which  protect  the  wet- 
lands, related  water  resources,  and  adjoining  land  areas  in  the  Town  of  Wake- 
field by  prior  review  and  control  of  activities  deemed  to  have  an  adverse  effect 
upon  wetland  values,  including  public  or  private  water  supply,  groundwater, 
flood  control,  erosion  and  sedimentation  control,  storm  damage  prevention, 
water  pollution  prevention,  fisheries,  wildlife  habitat,  and  river  protection. 

In  1998,  the  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission  met  in  formal  sessions 
and  conducted  numerous  public  hearings  and  site  visits  to  investigate  new  wet- 
lands filings,  to  review  ongoing  and  completed  projects  and  to  conduct  other  busi- 
ness requiring  investigation,  enforcement  or  approval  as  necessary  to  carry  out 
our  mandates  under  the  Conservation  Commission  Act  and  the  Wetlands  Protec- 
tion Act.  The  Commission  collected  filing  fees  of  approximately  $2,300  in  calen- 
dar year  1998,  all  of  which  went  to  offset  the  Commission's  operating  budget. 

The  support  of  the  citizens  of  Wakefield  in  approving  the  purchase  of  the 
Lanai  Island  site  by  the  Town  highlighted  the  sincere  interest  in  open  space  and 
conservation  issues  in  Wakefield. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  assistance  of 
our  Consultant,  Elaine  Vreeland. 

The  Commission  generally  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  of  the 
month  at  Town  Hall.  The  Commission,  expanding  to  seven  members  in  1999 
under  the  new  Town  Charter,  looks  forward  to  fulfilling  our  mandate  to  enforce 
the  Wetland  Protection  Act  and  to  protect  the  watershed  resources  of  the  Town 
of  Wakefield.  We  will  continue  our  efforts  to  promote  environmental  education 
in  the  public  schools  and  the  community  at  large.

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Report  of  the 
Americal  Civic  Center 


As  has  been  our  annual  practice,  the  following  information  is  provided  so  that 
you  can  be  aware  of  the  major  activities  that  occurred  at  the  Americal  during 
1998. 

Work  that  had  begun  in  1997  was  completed  involving  restoration  to  signifi- 
cant sections  of  the  exterior  building.  Great  care  was  taken  to  architecturally 
replicate  what  had  been  in  place  when  the  building  was  constructed,  with  mate- 
rials that  will  ensure  preservation  and  minimal  maintenance  in  the  years 
ahead.  At  the  same  time,  the  brickwork  was  repointed  and  sealed  in  several  sec- 
tions to  eliminate  absorbtion  and  leakage  during  a  rainstorm.  The  cost  for  this 
restoration  was  in  excess  of  $35,000. 

The  major  emphasis  for  the  Board  during  the  year  was  application  for  an 
ADA  grant  to  provide  for  better  access  to  disabled  individuals.  With  the  support 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  town's  grant  writer, 
the  Americal  was  awarded  over  $580,000  to  achieve  this  objective.  In  prepara- 
tion for  the  grant  application,  the  Board  authorized  the  expenditure  of  $9,400 
from  capital  expenses  to  compensate  for  architectural  drawings  and  specifica- 
tions required  for  the  application.  It  is  anticipated  that  construction  will  begin 
during  the  spring-summer  time  frame  for  this  project.  It  is  also  anticipated  that 
there  may  be  additional  out-of-pocket  expenses  incurred  as  a  result  of  this  pro- 
ject that  will  not  qualify  for  reimbursement  under  the  grant. 

The  building  incurred  approximately  a  $2000  loss  during  the  year  as  a  result 
of  water  damage  to  rooms  located  on  the  ground  floor  from  a  series  of  torrential 
rain  storms  during  May -June.  Because  the  damage  was  caused  by  run-off  water, 
the  loss  was  not  recoverable  from  insurance. 

During  1998  and  looking  ahead,  there  is  some  limitation  on  overall  available 
rental  space  as  a  result  of  the  modifications  required  for  ADA  compliance. 

Additional  plans  for  1999  include  the  erection  of  a  standing  flagpole  in  front 
of  the  building  and  further  restoration  to  the  building's  exterior  architectural 
detail.

COMMUNITY  POLICING 

In  1998  the  Department  continued  its  commitment  to  a  community  policing 
philosophy  for  the  delivery  of  police  services.  The  Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Educa- 
tion (DARE)  partnership  between  the  Police  Department  and  the  School  Depart- 
ment is  the  largest  of  our  community  policing  initiatives.  In  1998  the  DARE  pro- 
gram received  $15,000  in  financial  assistance  from  the  Massachusetts  Executive 
Office  of  Public  Safety  (EOPS).  Officer  Robert  Ramocki  delivered  his  program  to 
1,620  young  persons  from  kindergarten  through  the  fifth  grade. 

The  Department's  mountain  bike  patrols  were  active  in  the  downtown  shop- 
ping area,  parks,  playgrounds,  parking  areas  and  trails  surrounding  Lake 
Quannapowitt.  These  Officers  also  carried  out  educational  activities  for  pedes- 
trians and  rollerbladers  using  the  Lake  area. 

In  1998  the  Department  received  a  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Public 
Safety  community-policing  grant  in  the  amount  of  $  50,000.  The  Department

was  awarded  a  "Speed  Awareness  Trailer"  and  purchased  through  grant  fund- 
ing, a  1998  Chevrolet  truck  to  work  in  tandem  with  our  speed-monitoring  trail- 
er. This  equipment  will  enable  the  Department  to  gather  intersectional  traffic 
data  and  respond  to  neighborhood  based  traffic  concerns. 

The  Citizens  Police  Academy  and  the  Police  and  Students  Together  (PAST) 
academy  at  Wakefield  High  School  were  both  successful  in  1998.  These  commu- 
nity-policing programs  provided  a  ride-along  experience  for  both  students  and 
adults  who  complete  the  classes. 

TRAFFIC  ACTIVITY 

Increasing  the  safety  of  vehicular,  pedestrian  and  bicycle  traffic  as  it  moves 
about  the  Town  is  a  high  priority  for  the  Department.  Community  policing  sur- 
veys have  revealed  this  to  be  the  number  one  neighborhood  concern  of  survey 
respondents.  The  Department  received  equipment  and  funds  to  direct  patrols 
and  gather  data  to  better  utilize  resources  in  a  Town  wide  effort  to  address 
these  neighborhood  based  traffic  concerns.  Improving  traffic  is  a  multifaceted 
effort  involving  a  newly  formed  Traffic  Committee,  Department  of  Public  Works, 
local  developers,  Boards  and  Commissions  as  well  as  the  Police  Department. 
This  diverse  group  will  assist  the  Department  in  its  traffic  mission  with  the 
addition  of  community  input  and  focused  professional  traffic  engineering. 

Traffic  enforcement  remains  the  specific  province  of  the  Department  and  a 
review  of  our  traffic  enforcement  activities  yields  the  following  profile:

PREVENTION  ACTIVITIES 

Officers  conducted  numerous  crime  prevention  programs  in  1998.  The  "Kid 
Care  Photo  I.D."  program  was  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Wakefield- 
Lynnfield  Kiwanis  Club.  The  Halloween  Safety  Program  was  delivered  to  1,500 
students  in  grades  K-4  and  St.  Joseph's  School.  The  Christmas  season  "Retail 
Detail"  provided  plainclothes  and  uniformed  foot  patrols  in  the  downtown  area 
during  the  Christmas  shopping  season.  This  program  recognizes  the  need  for 
high  visibility  foot  patrols  to  maintain  direct  contact  with  citizens  coupled  with 
a  less  visible  presence  for  deterrence/apprehension.

The  Department  in  1998  suffered  a  significant  training  loss  with  the  closure 
of  Camp  Curtis  Guild  to  firearms  training.  This  loss  required  the  Department  to 
travel  to  Camp  Edwards  in  Bourne  to  complete  mandated  firearms  training  at  a 
substantial  cost  increase.  Regular  in-service  training  was  completed  at  Camp 
Curtis  and  specialized  training  programs  were  attended  throughout  New  Eng- 
land. Increased  attention  to  training  issues  as  laws  change  governing  police  pro- 
cedures and  tactics,  remains  the  best  protection  for  both  officers  and  the  citizens 
they  serve. 

The  Department  recognizes  its  obligation  to  provide  professional  police  ser- 
vice, seeks  those  resources  necessary  to  accomplish  our  mission  and  welcomes 
citizen  participation  toward  maintaining  a  high  quality  of  life  in  Wakefield.

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Report  of  Chief  of  Fire  Department 

The  Wakefield  Fire  Department  responded  to  2,517  emergency  incidents 
during  calender  year  1998.  This  represents  a  7.5%  increase  in  responses  over 
1997,  and  the  busiest  year  for  the  fire  department  since  1989. 

The  most  serious  fire  that  the  fire  department  was  called  upon  to  handle 
was  a  two  alarm  house  fire  on  Pheasantwood  Terrace  in  the  early  morning 
hours  of  November  2nd.  This  fire,  caused  by  the  improper  disposal  of  wood  stove 
ashes,  spread  from  a  rear  deck  up  the  exterior  of  the  home  and  into  the  attic 
space  before  being  controlled  by  firefighters,  and  causing  over  $  300,000  in  dam- 
age to  the  spacious,  two  year  old  home. 

Another  major  challenge  for  the  fire  department  came  on  Thursday  after- 
noon, July  23rd,  when  two  violent  thunderstorms  swept  through  town.  The 
resulting  lightning  strikes  sparked  a  house  fire  on  Linda  Road,  heavily  damaged 
the  steeple  of  the  Universalist  Church  on  Main  Street  in  the  Square,  and  sent 
firefighters  scrambling  to  some  twenty  five  responses  in  just  one  hour.  Off  duty 
firefighters  were  pressed  into  action,  since  the  storm  was  also  creating  havoc  for 
our  neighboring  communities,  and  mutual  aid  assistance  was  just  not  available! 

Other  incidents  during  1998  included  serious  house  fires  on  Hillside 
Avenue,  Yale  Avenue,  Ledgewood  Road,  Forest  Street,  Elm  Street  and  Jefferson 
Road.  The  department  also  was  taxed  by  a  difficult  to  access  -  five  acre  brush 
fire  at  the  rear  of  the  Northeast  Metro  Vocational  School  on  October  4th,  that 
took  six  hours  to  extinguish. 

On  October  23rd,  the  Massachusetts  Firefighter  of  the  Year  Award  cere- 
monies were  held  at  Faneuil  Hall  in  Boston.  During  the  program,  Wakefield  Fire 
Lieutenant  David  E.  Myette  and  Firefighter  Daniel  J.  Marsinelli  received  Silver 
Medals  of  Valor  from  Governor  Paul  Cellucci,  for  their  life  saving  rescue  of  a  50 
year  old  woman  at  a  fire  at  the  Rockledge  Apartments  on  Bartley  Street  in 
December  of  1997.  This  was  a  very  impressive  ceremony,  and  we  are  very  proud 
of  the  actions  and  subsequent  statewide  recognition  for  these  fine  firefighters. 

In  August,  Firefighter  John  M.  Riley,  Jr.  received  a  commendation  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Department,  for  his  actions  while  off  duty  and  on  vacation  in  Old  Orchard 
Beach,  Maine.  Firefighter  Riley  was  able  to  control  an  outside  grass  fire  that  was 
threatening  several  wooden  summer  cottages  in  this  crowded  vacation  community. 

As  of  December  31,  1998,  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  consisted  of  fifty 
(50)  uniformed  personnel,  including  the  Chief,  four  (4)  Captains,  five  (5)  lieu- 
tenants, forty  (40)  firefighters,  and  a  civilian  administrative  clerk. 

Firefighter  Paul  M.  Malonson  retired  from  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department 
on  August  8,  1998,  after  serving  his  hometown  for  some  twenty  nine  years  of 
public  service.  At  the  time  of  his  retirement,  Firefighter  Malonson  was  the 
senior  firefighter  assigned  to  Group  #  3,  a  very  dedicated  and  knowledgeable 
member  of  the  department  who  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  who  worked  with 
him  during  his  career. 

On  February  23rd,  Sean  C.  Curran  was  appointed  a  Permanent  Firefight- 
er, filling  the  position  vacated  by  the  retirement  of  Firefighter  Arthur  G.  Cole  in 
late  1997.  On  October  25th,  Richard  H.  Burditt,  Jr.,  was  appointed  a  Permanent 
Firefighter,  filling  the  vacancy  of  the  retired  Firefighter  Malonson. 
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During  the  late  summer  -  early  fall,  the  3M  Opticom  Emergency  Traffic 
Control  Pre  Emption  System  was  installed  at  five  traffic  light  intersections  in 
town,  (Main  &  Salem  Sts.,  Main  &  Water  Sts.,  Main  &  Oak  Sts.,  Lowell  &  Ver- 
non Sts.,  and  Broadway  at  Albion  St.)  as  well  as  on  each  of  our  fire  engines.  This 
system,  approved  by  the  1998  Annual  Town  Meeting,  allows  a  fire  engine 
responding  to  an  emergency  incident,  to  capture  the  traffic  light  controls  and 
give  the  emergency  vehicle  a  GREEN  light,  while  all  others  receive  a  RED  sig- 
nal. This  system  will  allow  safer  and  more  efficient  response  to  emergencies  as 
our  traffic  volume  problems  increase.  The  system  will  be  expanded  to  the  new 
traffic  lights  to  be  installed  along  North  Avenue  in  1999.  The  Beal  Companies, 
developers  of  the  new  office  building  on  Quannapowitt  Parkway,  donated 
$10,000  to  the  department  towards  the  implementation  of  this  project. 

The  Wakefield  Fire  Department  was  fortunate  to  receive  support  from  a 
number  of  local  businesses  and  a  service  club  during  1998.  Sprint  PCS  donated 
$15,000  in  specialized  technical  rescue  equipment  and  training,  Wakefield  Ready 
Mix  Concrete,  the  CP  Clare  Company,  and  the  Rotary  Club  of  Wakefield  collec- 
tively donated  $  7,000  of  equipment  also  used  towards  our  technical  rescue  team. 
All  in  all,  the  department  received  over  $  30,000  of  donated  equipment  and  train- 
ing services  in  1998,  and  we  are  grateful  for  the  most  generous  support. 

Technical  rescue  training  was  our  largest  and  most  ambitious  training  initia- 
tive of  1998.  Funded  mainly  by  the  donations  mentioned  above,  the  program 
involved  a  three  month,  36  hour  intensive  instruction  in  rope  rescue  procedures 
from  high  angle  situations  (towers,  cliffs,  etc.),  and  from  confined  spaces,  such  as 
manholes,  tanks,  pipes,  etc.  To  maximize  the  benefits  of  this  important  training,  we 
"shared"  the  instruction  with  employees  of  the  Wakefield  Municipal  Gas  and  Light 
Department,  the  Reading  Fire  Department,  and  the  Reading  Light  Department. 

Other  training  activities  during  1998  included  our  annual  Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation  (CPR)  retraining,  pre  fire  planning  training  tours  of  the  many  new 
buildings  and  businesses  that  are  springing  up  all  over  town,  and  a  Massachusetts 
Fire  Fighting  Academy  six  (6)  hour  Search  and  Rescue  training  program  that  was 
held  at  Fire  Headquarters  in  April  for  Group  #  3.  All  four  department  work  shifts 
have  now  completed  this  important  search  and  rescue  training  program. 

On  October  15th,  Action  Ambulance  Co.  of  Melrose  assumed  the  emergency 
ambulance  service  contract  for  Wakefield,  following  sixteen  years  of  coverage  from 
AMR,  Med  Trans,  Care  Line,  and  originally  the  Life  Line  Ambulance  Co.  Action 
houses  their  Wakefield  ALS  ambulance  from  a  rented  garage  at  North  Avenue 
and  West  Water  Street,  and  we  have  been  pleased  with  their  service  thus  far. 

Maintenance  of  our  apparatus  and  equipment  is  a  major  responsibility  of 
the  department,  to  insure  its  safe  and  efficient  operation  at  all  times.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  routine  preventative  maintenance  and  repair  of  our  apparatus,  all 
pumpers,  the  aerial  ladder,  all  of  our  portable  ladders,  hose,  and  breathing 
apparatus  received  testing  and  maintenance.  In  FY  2000,  we  are  hoping  to 
replace  Engine  2,  a  1979  Mack  Pumper,  and  Car  2,  a  1994  Chevrolet  Caprice 
Sedan,  in  accordance  with  our  planned  vehicle  replacement  program,  and  since 
both  vehicles  are  in  fair  to  poor  condition  and  clearly  due  for  replacement. 

Fire  Prevention  is  probably  the  most  important  function  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment other  than  fire  suppression  and  rescue.  During  1998,  on  duty  firefighters  con- 
ducted in  service  fire  prevention  inspections  of  ALL  industrial  and  commercial 
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properties,  as  well  as  quarterly  inspections  and  fire  evacuation  drills  in  all  schools, 
nursing  homes,  and  hotels-lodging  houses.  Smoke  detector,  oil  burner,  flammable 
liquid  and  propane  gas  permits  were  issued,  as  well  as  permits  for  installing  /  ser- 
vicing the  many  fire  sprinkler  and  fire  alarm  systems  throughout  the  town. 

Wakefield  sponsors  a  very  aggressive  and  successful  fire  safety  education 
program,  coordinated  by  Fire  Lieutenant  Michael  J.  Sullivan.  This  program, 
supported  by  a  $  5,000  state  SAFE  (Student  Awareness  of  Fire  Education) 
Grant,  touches  children  throughout  our  public  and  private  schools  with  fire  safe- 
ty, burn  prevention,  and  water  /  ice  safety  education.  In  1998,  we  were  able  to 
bring  the  Metrofire  Fire  Safety  House  to  each  elementary  school.  The  Fire  Safe- 
ty House  is  a  great  tool  that  we  use  to  support  our  classroom  instruction,  and 
allows  the  children  to  actually  see  and  experience  kitchen  fire  safety,  smoke 
detector  operation,  and  how  to  escape  from  a  fire  in  the  home. 

The  fire  safety  trailer  was  also  used  at  a  very  successful  "Safety  Expo"  held  at 
the  Greenwood  School,  featuring  the  fire  safety  trailer,  a  911  training  simulator,  and 
other  child  safety  education  tools.  And,  as  we  do  each  year,  the  department  partici- 
pated in  fire  safety  education  and  displays  at  the  Festival  by  the  Lake  in  June,  the 
Homecoming  in  September,  and  the  Kiwanis  Club  Child  ID  program  in  November. 

As  1998  closes,  and  we  approach  the  "new  millennium",  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment continues  to  work  closely  with  the  Public  Safety  Building  Committee. 
Architect  Brett  Donham  of  Donham  and  Sweeney  Architects  in  the  preliminary 
design  stages  of  a  new  public  safety  fire  -  police  facility  on  the  existing  Crescent 
Street  -  Union  Street  block.  This  is  an  important  project  that  we  hope  will  pro- 
ceed towards  fruition,  as  we  continue  to  struggle  with  the  inadequacies  of  the 
Central  Fire  Headquarters  that  will  see  its  100th  birthday  next  year!

Report  of  the  Director  of 
Emergency  Management 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  continues  to  prepare  for  natural  and 
man  made  disasters,  functioning  as  the  local  branch  of  the  Massachusetts 
Emergency  Management  Agency  (MEMA),  and  the  Federal  Emergency  Manage- 
ment Agency  (FEMA). 

During  1998,  the  local  Emergency  Management  Agency  worked  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  in  securing  a  Hazard  Mitigation  Grant  to  alleviate 
a  flooding  situation  in  the  Broadway  area.  Also,  we  are  joining  the  Mystic  Emer- 
gency Planning  Committee,  a  group  of  ten  (10)  area  cities  and  towns  that  are 
working  together  to  better  plan  and  prepare  for  an  emergency  on  a  regional 
basis.  Deputy  Director  Fire  Lieutenant  John  Lynch  has  been  reviewing,  updat- 
ing, and  condensing  Wakefield's  Comprehensive  Emergency  Plan. 

The  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  falls  under  the  auspices  of  the  Emergency 
Management  Agency.  During  1998,  Auxiliary  Captain  Russell  Barr,  Auxiliary 
Lieutenant  Richard  Harrington,  and  Auxiliary  Firefighters  Lori  Cole,  Al 
Catazarno,  Leon  Borowicz,  Rob  Potito,  and  Angelo  Cerra,  donated  some  853 
hours  of  volunteer  service  to  Wakefield,  including  maintaining  the  Auxiliary's 
equipment,  training  ,  and  responses  to  emergencies.  The  Auxiliary  Firefighters 
with  their  lighting  /  power  truck  were  of  tremendous  assistance  in  coping  with 
the  devastating  February  flood  at  the  Galvin  Middle  School. 

The  Emergency  Management  Agency  /  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  operates 
a  1971  Mack  Squad  Truck,  that  provides  emergency  lighting  and  power  at  inci- 
dents, and  a  1985  Chevrolet  pick  up  truck  that  is  presently  being  refurbished  by 
students  at  the  Northeast  Metro  Vocational  Technical  School. 

My  thanks  to  the  dedicated  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  for 
their  continued  service  to  our  community.

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Fire  Alarm  &  Traffic  Signal 
Department  Annual  Report 

This  past  12  months  the  Fire  Alarm  &  Traffic  Signal  Department  has 
installed  14  new  master  fire  alarm  boxes  and  4  new  street  boxes.  Two  Fire 
alarm  boxes  were  damaged  by  auto  accidents  and  replaced.  T'here  were  two  fire 
alarm  box  relocations.  There  were  numerous  pole  changes  executed,  five  open 
circuits  were  located  and  repaired  and  routine  maintenance  and  testing  of  the 
fire  alarm  system  was  carried  out.  T'here  was  an  exceptional  amount  of  emer- 
gency repair  work  due  to  the  excavating  done  on  North  Ave.  and  Quannapowitt 
Parkway  during  the  gas  main  installation  there.  On  four  different  occasions  a 
fire  alarm  cable  was  dug  up  and  needed  extensive  repairs. 

The  Opticom  System,  an  emergency  traffic  light  system  that  gives  emergency 
vehicles  the  right  of  way,  was  installed  in  5  intersections  in  town.  Those  inter- 
sections are  Main  St.  and  Salem  St.,  Main  St.  and  Water  St.,  Main  St.  and  Oak 
St.,  Broadway  and  Albion  St.  &  Vernon  St.  and  Lowell  St..  The  traffic  light  con- 
trollers located  at  Main  St.  North  Ave.,  and  Main  St.  &  Oak  St.  were  hit  by 
lightning  causing  severe  damage  and  the  replacement  of  control  equipment. 
Several  pedestrian  and  traffic  light  bulbs,  pole  bases,  poles,  control  buttons  and 
flashers  were  repaired  or  replaced  due  to  accidents  or  age.

MISSION  STATEMENT 

The  Board  of  Health  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  protecting  the 
health  of  the  public  by  adopting  health  regulations  pursuant  to  Massachusetts 
General  Law.  To  fulfill  its  duties,  it  must  assess  the  needs  of  the  community  and 
develop,  plan  and  implement  programs  which  will  prevent  illness  and  promote 
wellness,  while  enforcing  public  health  laws.  This  is  achieved  through  communi- 
ty outreach  with  an  emphasis  on  awareness,  education  and  prevention.  Through 
the  Health  Department's  broad  vision,  implementation  and  evaluation  of  a  com- 
prehensive plan,  this  goal  can  be  accomplished. 

The  Wakefield  Board  of  Health,  during  the  year  1998,  has  continued  to 
focus  on  health  prevention  through  the  immunization/health  program  for  the 
Town  citizens.  The  second  annual  Community  Wellness  Day  co-sponsored  by 
Melrose-Wakefield  Hospital  took  place  on  April  4th  with  over  400  town's  people 
participating. 

A  Flu/Pneumonia  Clinic  was  held  on  September  26th,  September  30th  and 
October  28th  at  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

There  was  a  total  of  14,878  vaccine  doses  (a  28%  increase),  including  the  flu 
and  pneumonia  vaccine  and  various  other  vaccines  such  as  polio,  measles, 
mumps,  rubella,  diphtheria,  DtaP,  tetnus  and  pertussis  and  hepatitis-b,  etc. 
administered  to  Wakefield  citizens,  an  increase  of  7%  over  last  year.  Hepatitis-b 
was  offered  to  all  students  of  Wakefield  Public  Schools  and  private  schools 
grades  6-12. 

In  1998,  without  a  fee  increase,  our  permit  fee  revenue  increased  by  25.5% 
over  1997. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  continued  to  do  Blood  Pressure  clinics  offered  to 
town  employees. 

The  Melrose-Wakefield  Hospital  is  continuing  their  fund  raising  efforts  for 
their  Sudden  Cardiac  Arrest  Survival  Project.  The  Stride  for  Life,  a  fund  raising 
walk  around  Lake  Quannapowitt  is  scheduled  for  April  II,  1999. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  continuing  to  receive  grant  funding  for  its  Tobacco 
Program.  This  year's  award  was  in  the  amount  of  $71,444.00  for  this  community 
as  well  as  Lynnfield  and  Melrose  who  are  part  of  the  grant.  The  grant  is  expect- 
ed to  continue  through  FY  2000.  Since  the  inception  of  the  program  a  total  of 
8407,474.00  has  been  received. 

A  Title  V  Grant  of  $220,000  has  been  awarded  to  the  Board  of  Health  for 
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the  purpose  of  upgrading  existing  subsurface  disposal  systems. 

The  Board  of  Health  addresses  important  environmental  issues,  water  test- 
ing at  Lake  Quannapowitt  during  swimming  season,  the  mosquito  control  pro- 
gram, which  focuses  on  water  management  and  limited  amount  spraying.  There 
are  radon  test  kits,  which  are  available  in  the  Health  Office.  The  Household 
Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  saw  189  car  s  participate.  Approximately  6,356 
pounds  of  hazardous  material  has  been  removed  from  the  waste  stream. 

A  town  wide  Health  Needs  Assessment  has  been  completed  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital  Graduate  School  Program,  with  a  report  due  in  the 
spring  of  1999. 

The  Board  of  Health  supports  the  articles  of  East  Middlesex  Association  for 
Retarded  Citizens,  East  Middlesex  Mosquito  Control  Project,  and  Riverside 
Community  Health,  formerly  East  Middlesex  Human  Services.

Report  of  the  Housing  Authority 


The  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  (WHA)  was  chartered  in  1963  to  provide 
housing  for  low  income  elders,  families,  and  the  disabled.  All  of  its  projected 
income  and  expenditures  are  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
through  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (DHCD)  or 
by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD). 

I.  Description  of  current  housing  programs 

Four  developments  are  subsidized  by  the  State  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  (DHCD):  Hart's  Hill  (667-C)  consists  of  116  one-bed- 
room units  built  in  1965  and  1968  for  elderly/disabled  people;  Lincoln  School 
(667-3)  opened  in  1981  and  contains  10  elderly  one-bedroom  units  and  three 
units  of  congregate  housing  for  15  clients;  38  and  40  Hart's  Hill  Road  (689-1) 
which  opened  in  1990  provides  residential  facilities  for  8  Department  of  Mental 
Health  clients;  eight  apartments  of  two  bedrooms  each  for  families  (705)  were 
acquired  in  1981.  A  forty  unit  building  for  the  elderly/disabled  (Crystal  View 
Apartments  74-1)  was  completed  in  1981  using  funds  received  from  the  Federal 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD).  Two  programs  of 
leased  housing  are  provided:  181  Section  8  portable  certificates  and  vouchers 
funded  by  HUD  and  a  21 -unit  State  Rental  Housing  Voucher  Program  (MRVP). 

The  Section  8  Family  Self-Sufficiency  Program  (FSS)  continues  with  25 
families  enrolled  in  the  program.  Begun  in  1993,  the  FSS  program  enables  fami- 
lies to  take  advantage  of  a  variety  of  options  which  are  geared  to  having  them 
achieve  a  goal  of  self-sufficiency  within  five  years. 

In  November  1998,  HUD  awarded  the  Authority  35  new  Section  8  Vouchers 
for  the  Mainstream  Program  for  People  with  Disabilities.  A  new  waiting  list  has 
been  established  for  this  program. 

II.  Eligibility  criteria  for  each  housing  program 

The  eligibility  criteria  varies  from  program  to  program.  They  may  be 
obtained  by  writing  or  calling  the  Housing  Authority.  At  the  present  time 
income-eligible  people  may  apply  for  the  State  and  Federal  one-bedroom  elder- 
ly/disabled complexes  or  for  the  family  housing  units.  Wakefield  residents  or 
those  who  work  in  Wakefield  are  given  a  preference.  Applicants  are  enco.\jraged 
to  apply  by  calling  or  coming  to  the  WHA  office  at  26  Crescent  Street  (245- 
7328). 

III.  Financial  information 

The  most  recent  audit  of  the  Authority's  finances  (FY'97)  is  available  to  the 
public  for  viewing  at  the  Authority's  offices  at  26  Crescent  Street.  No  audit 
results  of  the  Authority  have  been  noted  by  the  Office  of  the  State  Auditor  for 
the  last  eight  years. 

IV.  Activities  during  past  year 

In  1998  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  award- 
ed the  Authority  a  CIAP(Comprehensive  Improvement  Assistance  Program) 
modernization  grant  of  $148,  000  to  do  various  improvements  to  the  Crystal 
View  complex.  This  was  the  fifth  consecutive  year  that  a  grant  was  received 
from  HUD  to  enable  the  Housing  Authority  to  do  capital  improvement  projects 
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at  Crystal  View.  The  four  awards  total  S9 7 1,000.  These  included  funds  to  make 
the  building  (including  elevators)  more  handicapped-accessible;  improving  secu- 
rity; installation  of  a  new  roof;  a  new  common  community  kitchen;  and  address- 
ing several  structural  problems.  It  should  be  noted  that  for  1998,  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  gave  the  Wakefield  Housing 
Authority  a  100%  score  for  its  Public  Housing  Management  Assessment  Pro- 
gram (PHMAP).  This  was  the  third  year  in  a  row  that  such  a  score  was  achieved 
which  designates  the  Authority  as  a  "high-performing"  agency. 

Seasonal  maintenance  of  the  Authority's  buildings  was  supplemented  by 
four  weeks  work  done  by  the  community  work  details  from  the  Middlesex  County 
Sheriffs  Department.  The  Authority  continues  to  work  closely  with  the  Wake- 
field Fire  Department  to  increase  tenants  awareness  of  fire  hazards  and  fire  pre- 
vention procedures.  The  Wakefield  Police  Department's  Community  Services 
Officer  assists  the  Authority  as  asked  and  conducts  security  training  sessions. 

Established  in  1997,  the  Wakefield  Affordable  Housing  Corporation 
(WAHC)  held  its  annual  meeting  in  April  1998.  The  stated  purpose  is:  To  orga- 
nize, develop,  financially  assist,  or  manage,  on  a  non-profit  basis,  projects  or 
programs  to  provide  rental  or  home  ownership  initiatives  in  Wakefield  to  low  - 
moderate  income,  elderly  or  disabled  individuals  anoVor  families.  For  the  pre- 
sent the  WAHC  Board  consists  of  the  Housing  Authority  Board  members.  Addi- 
tional Directors  will  be  added  as  potential  new  programs  are  targeted. 

The  Executive  Director,  Mary  S.  Sweeney,  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Melrose-Wakefield  Hospital. 

Administrative  staff  include  Mary  S.  Sweeney,  Executive  Director;  Rita 
McNamara,  Housing  Manager;  Myra  Bartlett,  Bookkeeper/Office  Manager; 
Frances  Ales,  Leased  Housing  Administrator;  Dorothy  Indeck,  Administra- 
tive/Maintenance Assistant;  Beth  Greenberg,  Tenant  Services  Coordinator;  and 
Sandra  Reiniger,  Family  Self- Sufficiency  Coordinator.  David  Perry,  Michael 
Angeloni,  and  Richard  Custodio  maintain  the  properties. 

Board  meetings  are  held  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  in  the  Lincoln 
School.

The  main  function  of  the  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging  is  service  to  the  over 
5000  Senior  Citizens  60  years  of  age  and  over. 

SERVICES 
1.  The  COA  office  relocated  to  the  Lincoln  School  House  in  1981  and  the 
Mealsite/Senior  Center  opened  in  January,  1984. 

2.  Van  Service  —  Transportation  to  doctors,  dentists,  hospitals,  therapy, 
nursing  homes,  grocery  shopping,  mealsite,  voting  and  group  activities. 
Transportation  also  provided  from  Geriatric  Day  Care  Center.  Melrose- 
Wakefield  Hospital  now  provides  a  van  two  days  a  week,  Thursday  and  Fri- 
day, to  transport  patients  to  appointments  at  the  Hospital  and  to  doctors 
affiliated  with  MWH. 

3.  Income  Tax  Assistance  —  Free  assistance  given  by  William  Joyce  and 
Richard  Miranda. 

4.  Newsletter  —  Monthly.  Paid  for  by  the  advertising  it  contains.  The  newslet- 
ter is  issued  twelve  times  a  year  and  mailed  five  times  a  year. 

5.  ID  Cards  —  Issued  to  those  persons  60  years  of  age  and  older.  The  card  enti- 
tles the  holder  to  discounts  at  local  stores,  musical  and  athletic  events  at  the 
High  School.  MBTA  ID  Cards  no  longer  available  at  office. 

6.  Job  Service  —  The  Director  maintains  a  file  of  persons  seeking  employment 
on  a  part-time  basis. 

7.  Problem  Solving  —  Questions  pertaining  to  insurance,  Social  Security, 
Medicare,  medical  transportation,  home  care,  24-hour  invalid  care,  nursing 
homes,  Meals  on  Wheels,  food  stamps,  day  care  for  the  elderly  are  asked  and 
referrals  are  made  to  the  proper  agencies  for  assistance. 

8.  Publicity  —  All  Council  activities  are  publicized  through  the  Wakefield 
Chronicle,  Item,  Wakefield  Observer,  the  Council  Newsletter,  The  Senior 
Spotlight,  and  Cable  TV  Senior  Access,  Channel  14. 

9.  Invalid  Appliances  —  The  Council  office  provides  wheel  chairs,  canes, 
walkers,  and  other  appliances  on  loan. 

10.  Free  Legal  Service  —  is  provided  by  the  Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  at 
the  Council  office  the  second  Monday  of  the  month.  This  is  by  appointment 
only. 

11.  Manicurist  comes  every  other  week  for  a  special  senior  rate. 

PROGRAMS 

1.  Health  Clinics  —  were  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  the  Council 
office.  Visiting  Nurses  of  Middlesex  East  and  the  Melrose-Wakefield  Hospi- 
tal Home  Health  Care  conduct  the  clinics.  They  take  blood  pressure,  check 
weight,  do  cholesterol  screenings,  and  review  health  problems. 

2.  Flu  Clinics  —  The  director  assists  the  Board  of  Health  and  supplies  volun- 
teers for  the  flu  clinics. 
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3.  Informative  Programs  —  Safe  Driving,  Secure  Horizons,  Blue  Cross- 
Blue  Shield,  Retirement  Planning  Program,  Estate  Planning. 

4.  YMCA  has  time  set  aside  for  Senior  Citizens  to  swim. 

5.  "Friends  of  the  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging,  Inc."  assists  the  Council  by 
expanding  services  and  programs  to  the  community's  older  residents. 
"Friends"  held  raffle  at  "Festival  By  The  Lake"  on  June  6. 

6.  A  Feasibility  Committee  worked  with  Architects  to  complete  a  study  on 
renovation  of  Warren  School  to  a  senior  center. 

7.  Notary  Public  available  by  appointment  —  no  charge. 

8.  Dr.  William  Connolly  provides  foot  care  for  a  moderate  cost  at  the  COA 
office  twice  a  month. 

9.  Carrier  Alert  Program  offered  through  the  COA  &  Post  office. 

10.  Volunteer  does  small  repair  jobs  for  minimal  cost  —  volunteers  drive 
seniors  to  medical  appointments  not  covered  by  COA  van. 

11.  Held  Medication  Check  with  three  pharmacists  at  COA  Mealsite. 

12.  Snow  shoveling  provided  by  High  School  Honors  Program  for  frail  and  low- 
income  seniors  arranged  by  COA.

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Report  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works 

Due  to  the  results  of  the  Town  Election  on  November  3,  1998  a  new  Town 
Charter  was  formed.  As  a  result,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  was  abolished  and 
an  Advisory  Board  of  Public  Works  was  established.  The  Advisory  Board  will 
report  and  make  recommendations,  as  requested,  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

1.  In  August  the  department  received  notice  that  the  Town  qualified  for  an 
interest  free  loan  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  via  the  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Protection  to  upgrade  the  Broadway  Water  Treatment 
Plant.  This  project  will  be  done  in  three  phases,  the  first  being  the  design  of  the 
upgrade  to  the  treatment  plant. 

2.  Once  again  the  Town  received  an  "A"  on  the  Department  of  Environmen- 
tal Protection  Recycling  Report  Card.  We  earned  this  mark  by  recycling  more 
than  37%  of  the  town's  solid  waste.  The  Town's  recycling  efforts  resulted  in 
2,000  tons  of  curbside  recyclable  and  3,000  tons  of  compost  from  the  yardwaste 
program.  As  a  result  of  the  Town'  recycling  effort  a  cost  savings  of  824,000  was 
realized. 

The  yardwaste,  wood,  and  gravel,  recycling  program  conducted  at  the 
Nahant  Street  site  continues  to  provide  savings  for  the  town  in  both  avoided  tip- 
ping fees  and  loam  and  gravel  purchases.  Many  residents  used  this  program 
and  over  2,600  families  were  issued  Nahant  Street  Pit  permits.  In  this  past  year 
we  have  undertaken  initiative  to  clean  up  and  organize  this  valuable  facility. 
Over  6,000  cubic  yards  of  surplus  excavated  material  and  miscellaneous  trench 
products  were  reclaimed  and  converted  into  a  state  spec,  gravel  for  reuses  on 
the  Town's  construction  projects.  The  estimated  savings  to  the  Town  in  gravel 
costs  are  projected  to  be  in  the  $40,000  range. 

3.  A  severe  rainfall  event  occurred  in  mid  June  causing  substantial  floods 
throughout  the  town.  The  nine  inches  of  rain  that  accumulated  in  two  days 
brought  to  light  a  number  of  historic  deficiencies  in  the  Town's  wastewater  col- 
lection system.  Eliminating  the  surcharging  of  the  wastewater  system,  is  a  pri- 
ority of  this  department.  A  consulting  engineer  was  retained  and  a  substantial 
grant/loan  secured  via  MWRA  (Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Authority)  to 
concentrate  on  solving/correcting  this  problem.  In  conjunction  with  the  Board  of 
Public  Work's  and  the  Board  of  Health's  mandates  a  Sewer  Task  Force  was  for- 
mulated. This  group  consists  of  Town  officials  and  citizens  of  Wakefield  and 
have  been  working  towards  developing  a  strategic  plan  for  addressing  the 
Town's  wastewater  problems,  with  emphasis  being  placed  on  the  GouloYWalnut 
Street  area  and  Daniel  Road. 

4.  Two  main  projects  to  improve  the  Town's  water  distribution  system  were 
undertaken  on  Lowell  Street  (Main  Street  to  Vernon  Street  and  Montrose 
Avenue,  Salem  Street  to  MacKenzie  Lane).  Lowell  Street  water  work  was  initi- 
ated to  replace  an  undersized  main  and  improve  water  quality  in  the  area.  Mon- 
trose Avenue  water  work  was  initiated  to  replace  an  old  pipe  with  a  history  of 
failures  in  anticipation  of  improving  the  road. 

5.  We  would  like  to  recognize  the  retirements  of  two  long  time  DPW  work- 
ers, Chet  Confalone,  Supervisor  of  Water  &  Sewer  who  had  28  years  of  service 
and  Lester  Meuse,  Working  Foreman  Water  &  Sewer  Division  who  had  also  had 
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28  years  of  service.  We  appreciate  the  dedication  of  these  employees  and  wish 
them  well  in  their  retirement.  Steven  Fitzpatrick  was  appointed  as  the  Water  & 
Sewer  Supervisor  in  July. 

For  details  of  Department  accomplishments,  I  refer  you  to  the  attached 
reports.  In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  following  supervisors  for  their  sup- 
port during  calendar  year  1998  and  for  their  assistance  in  preparing  this  report.

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

The  Engineering  Division  evaluates,  designs,  bids,  inspects,  and  manages 
the  majority  of  the  Town  funded  infrastructure  improvement  projects.  The  Divi- 
sion staff  manages  consulting  engineers  when  assistance  from  outside  firms  is 
necessary.  In  addition,  this  office  maintains  and  updates  the  Assessor  maps, 
infrastructure  plans,  and  project  files. 

Capital  Improvement  Projects 

The  Division  designed,  obtained  permits,  and  provided  construction  man- 
agement for  the  following  projects,  which  were  funded  through  Articles 
approved  by  Town  Meeting: 

•  Albion  Street  Water  Main  Jacking  Project  Contract  97-J1  consisted  of  the 
installation  ("jacking")  of  a  30-inch  steel  casing  pipe,  in  which  a  new  12- 
inch  water  main  was  inserted,  under  the  MBTA  railroad  tracks  at  the 
Albion  Street  /  North  Avenue  intersection.  The  contract  was  awarded  to

Blue  Diamond  Equipment  Company  of  Walpole  MA,  and  had  a  contract 
value  of  $114,103.17.  Construction  on  this  project  started  in  mid  July  and 
was  completed  by  early  September. 

•  Lowell  Street  Water  Main  Replacement  Contract  98-W2  consisted  of  the 
replacement  of  approximately  4000  feet  of  8  inch  cast  iron  water  main 
with  new  12  inch  cement  lined  ductile  iron  pipe  in  Lowell  Street  from 
Main  Street  to  Vernon  Street.  The  new  water  main  was  necessary  because 
the  aging  8  inch  main  was  severely  tuberculated  causing  water  quality 
problems  in  that  area.  In  addition,  the  larger  diameter  pipe  increases  the 
pressure  and  flow  of  water  to  the  residents  in  the  northern  areas  of  Wake- 
field. The  contract  was  awarded  to  Joseph  P.  Cardillo  &  Son  of  Wakefield, 
MA  and  has  a  contract  value  of  $324,254.77.  Construction  on  this  project 
started  in  mid  July  and  was  completed  in  mid  October. 

•  Montrose  Avenue  Water  Main  Replacement  Contract  98-W3  consisted  of 
the  replacement  of  approximately  3400  feet  of  12-inch  cast  iron  water 
main  with  new  12-inch  cement  lined  ductile  iron  pipe  in  Montrose  Avenue 
from  Salem  Street  to  MacKenzie  Lane.  The  new  water  main  was  neces- 
sary because  the  aging  12-inch  main  was  failing;  having  several  water 
main  breaks  in  the  past  few  years.  Also  the  DPW  felt  it  prudent  to 
replace  the  main  in  anticipation  of  the  upcoming  reconstruction  of  Mon- 
trose Avenue  scheduled  for  1999.  The  design  of  this  project  was  out- 
sourced to  Beta  Engineering  of  Norwood,  MA,  and  the  construction  con- 
tract was  awarded  to  N.  Granese  and  Sons  of  Marblehead,  MA  at  a  con- 
tract value  of  $367,811.26.  Construction  started  in  early  September  and 
was  completed  by  mid  November. 

•  Paon  Boulevard  and  Mill  River  Trunk  Sewer  Rehabilitation  Project  Num- 
ber WRA-P2-33-3-250  consisted  of  the  lining  of  sewers  in  the  Paon  Boule- 
vard area  and  the  main  sewer  trunk  line  along  the  Mill  River  using  a 
cured  in  place  (CIP)  trenchless  technology.  This  project  was  undertaken 
to  seal  leaking  sewers  and  prevent  inflow  and  infiltration  (VI)  of  surface 
and  groundwater  from  entering  the  Town's  sewer  system,  thereby  avoid- 
ing the  cost  to  transport  and  treat  this  additional  water,  The  design  was 
outsourced  to  CDM  of  Cambridge,  MA,  and  the  construction  was  awarded 
to  Pipelining  Products  Inc.  of  Briarcliff  Manor,  NY,  at  a  contract  value  of 
$319,270.72.  The  construction  started  in  early  June  and  was  completed 
by  mid  August. 

DPW  Projects 

The  Division  designed,  permitted,  and  provided  construction  assistance  for 
the  following  projects  which  were  undertaken  by  DPW  forces  and/or  in  conjunc- 
tion with  private  contractors: 

•  Bay  State  Road  Water  Main  Replacement  and  Road  Reconstruction 
Phase  I  consisted  of  the  replacement  of  the  existing  8-inch  cast  iron  water 
main  with  new  8-inch  cement  lined  ductile  iron  pipe  from  Kearley  Lane  to 
the  Wakefield/Lynnfield  town  line.  In  addition,  the  road  was  pulverized, 
re-profiled,  widened,  and  had  new  drainage  structures  installed.  The 
DPW  Water  and  Sewer  Division  installed  the  water  main,  and  the  road 
was  reclaimed  and  paved  under  the  annual  paving  contract. 

•  Herbert  Street  Reconstruction  was  requested  by  the  abuttors  to  the  road 
and  funded  under  a  betterment  program.  Herbert  Street  was  pulverized, 
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re-profiled,  and  had  new  drainage  structures  installed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Highway  and  Engineering  Divisions. 

•  Montrose  Avenue  Phase  I  Drainage  Improvements  consisted  of  the  instal- 
lation of  drainage  structures  and  associative  piping  in  the  northern  sec- 
tion of  Montrose  Avenue.  The  work  was  undertaken  in  anticipation  of  the 
upcoming  reconstruction  of  Montrose  Avenue  scheduled  for  1999.

The  Forestry  Division  is  responsible  for  the  planting,  pruning,  spraying 
and  removal  of  public  shade  trees  on  public  property,  other  than  school  grounds. 
Extensive  work  done  seasonally  to  and  around  Lake  Quannapowitt. 

The  Park  Division  is  responsible  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  upper  and 
lower  commons,,  all  parks  and  playgrounds  (except  schools)  and  some  roadside 
grass  areas,  including  22  islands.  This  division  maintains  over  66  areas  of  parks  and 
recreational  land  under  the  Public  Works  jurisdiction  land  throughout  the  Town. 

This  was  the  second  year  for  the  Adopt-A-Site  program.  This  required  this 
Division  to  water  new  plants  and  14  locations  several  times  a  week  as  needed. 

There  will  be  major  playground  reconstruction  this  spring  installing  new 
equipment  in  nearly  all  the  parks.  Land  will  be  developed  at  Sullivan  Park, 
cleared  by  a  combined  Forestry  &  Park  effort.

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SEWER  DIVISION 

The  Sewer  Division  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  operating  and 
maintaining  the  Sewer  Pumping  Stations  and  related  systems.  At  the  present 
time,  the  town  is  approximately  98%  sewered.  The  Town  sewerage  is  sent  to  the 
MWRA  for  treatment.  We  have  increased  our  efforts  in  the  Sewer  Division,  to 
correct  deficiencies  in  our  system.  Two  examples  of  stopgap  measures  we  have 
employed  are  small  main  employed  on  Richardson  Avenue  and  Cedar  Street.  In 
both  instances  we  have  installed  relief  lines  to  divert  wastewater  flow  away 
from  known  surcharge  areas.  The  process  of  reducing  1/1  infiltration/inflow  is 
the  ultimate  solution,  however,  utilizing  MWRA  funds  and  television  inspection 
crews  we  have  been  trouble  shooting  historic  problem  areas  such  as  GouloVWal- 
nut  Streets.  Weston  &  Sampson  engineers  are  working  for  the  Town  under  our 
guidance  to  systematically  attack  the  1/1  problem.

1998  will  undoubtedly  be  remembered  as  the  year  of  the  MCAS.  The  first 
administration  of  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  (MCAS) 
was  completed  In  May  1998.  These  new  tests,  mandated  by  the  Educational 
Reform  Act  of  1993,  provided  data  for  students,  schools,  school  departments, 
and  the  state  and  will  be  used  as  a  baseline  from  which  schools  improvement 
can  be  implemented  and  judged.  There  is  no  question  that  this  new  testing  pro- 
gram will  have  a  profound  impact  on  the  direction  public  education  takes  in 
towns  and  cities  across  the  state,  over  the  next  five  years. 

William  F.  Skulley 

In  January  of  1998,  the  School  Department  and  the  whole  Town  of  Wake- 
field was  saddened  by  the  untimely  death  of  School  Committee  member  William 
F.  Skulley.  Bill  Skulley  was  a  true  friend  of  public  education  and  dedicated 
countless  hours  to  the  improvement  of  Wakefield  schools.  Bill  Skulley  will  be 
long  remembered  as  a  champion  of  many  good  causes  for  the  good  of  the  Wake- 
field Community. 

Dolbeare  School 

In  the  spring  of  1998  the  educational  specifications  were  completed  for  the 
new  Dolbeare  School,  and  put  out  to  bid.  The  bidding  was  very  competitive  and 
after  a  few  modifications,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Stella  Construction,  a 
local  contractor.  The  School  Building  Committee,  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Michael  Lamphier  worked  through  the  sometimes-controversial  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  process,  and  broke  ground  in  June.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  facility  will 
be  ready  for  450  pre-school  through  grade  4  students  from  both  the  Hurd,  Dol- 
beare and  Montrose  Schools  for  September  1999.  While  the  Dolbeare  School  pro- 
ject was  being  completed,  the  students  from  that  section  of  town  attended  the- 
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Hurd  School,  which  was  re-opened  for  this  purpose,  in  the  fall  the  Building 
Committee  reorganized  and  Michael  Kilkelly  became  Chairman  with  Winona 
Manley  staying  on  as  Vice-Chairman.  Also  during  1998  the  Building  Committee 
added  a  new  member  David  Rice  who  replaced  Kenneth  Stache. 

Town  Growth 

1998  will  also  be  remembered  as  a  year  where  the  town,  state  and  federal 
governments  enjoyed  good  economical  times.  At  the  federal  level,  we  saw  the 
first  possibilities  of  a  balanced  budget.  The  state  reported  a  billion  dollar  sur- 
plus, and  the  town  finances  showed  the  first  signs  of  a  positive  financial  picture 
after  having  played  catch-up  for  years,  due  to  the  significant  state  and  local  cuts 
of  the  late  eighties  and  early  nineties.  The  major  addition  to  the  Beal  property 
was  started.  John  Roberto,  Building  Inspector  reported  significant  new  building 
development  to  the  School  Committee  and  the  community  In  the  fall  of  '98.  This 
new  development  in  Greenwood,  Doyle  and  Montrose  sections  of  town  predicted 
a  3%  growth  in  students  for  the  1999-2000  school  year. 

Beebe  Library 

The  newly  renovated  Beebe  Library  was  re-opened  in  1998.  What  a  won- 
derful job  all  involved  in  the  project  did  in  providing  a  first-class  educational 
facility  for  the  town.  The  relations  between  the  Beebe  Library  and  the  School 
Department  were  solid.  The  library  added  a  tremendous  positive  resource  to 
students  and  teachers  alike,  plus  the  community  as  a  whole. 

Superintendent's  Contract 

In  the  spring  of  1998,  the  renewal  of  the  contract  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Terrance  F.  Holmes  became  a  hotly  debated  issue.  Mr.  Holmes,  who  has 
been  Superintendent  since  1994  was  offered  and  signed  a  four-year  contract 
extension  in  June,  which  runs  through  June  of  2003. 

Personnel 

1998  was  a  year  that  saw  major  change  in  the  central  administration  of  the 
School  Department.  Richard  Barker,  long  time  successful  Business  Administra- 
tor retired  and  was  eventually  replaced  by  Peter  DeRoeve,  School  Business 
Administrator  from  the  Triton  Regional  School  District.  Diana  Minton,  Director 
of  Special  Education,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Ipswich.  Dr.  Alex  Alexan- 
ian,  former  Special  Education  Administrator  for  the  Town  of  Reading  came  out 
of  retirement  and  filled  in  for  half  a  year  on  an  interim  basis.  Dr.  Hazel  Gren- 
ham  was  hired  in  the  summer  of  1998  to  take  on  that  critical  role  full  time.  John 
Aversa,  Director  of  Technology  left  in  February  to  assume  a  position  at  Sim- 
mons College.  Jean  D'Orsi,  former  Technology  Director  in  Melrose,  replaced  him 
in  June.  Then  in  August  of  1998  Dr.  Herbert  Levine,  Deputy  Superintendent  of 
Schools  left  to  become  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Salem,  Ma.  After  reorganiz- 
ing and  downsizing,  Rosemary  DiTullio,  Director  of  Curriculum  and  Instruction 
was  promoted  to  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  a  new  position  of  Direc- 
tor of  Human  Resources  was  posted. 

We  didn't  experience  the  same  level  of  teacher  turnover  as  we  had  in  1997. 
The  School  Department  continues  to  struggle  with  the  challenges  of  providing 
competitive  salaries  and  the  other  needs  of  a  hard  working  group  of  teachers. 
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Budget 

The  School  Department  felt  several  new  budget  challenges  in  1998.  For  the 
first  time  since  I  became  Superintendent,  we  faced  a  significant  deficit  in  special 
education  costs.  The  new  demand  for  expensive  out-of-district  placements 
required  by  law  presented  a  $200,000  challenge  to  the  School  Department  and 
the  town.  The  state  failed  to  make  major  changes  in  the  law  as  promised.  We 
also  faced  deficits  in  utility  accounts  because  of  rate  increases  and  increased 
usage.  Lastly,  we  experienced  deficits  in  overtime  accounts  because  of  extra 
building  use  and  in  the  area  of  the  substitute  teacher  account  because  of  long- 
term  illness  of  a  number  of  staff.  All  in  all,  it  was  a  very  difficult  budget  year 
although  by  June  the  budget  balanced  after  some  additional  help  from  the  town 
with  the  legally  mandated  special  education  costs. 

Facilities 

1998  was  a  very  good  year  for  facilities.  With  the  $530,000  appropriation 
from  the  town  started  in  1996  to  maintain  and  upgrade  existing  facilities,  we 
have  been  able  to  improve  the  condition  of  our  buildings.  In  February  1998  we 
experienced  significant  water  damage  at  the  Galvin  Middle  School  because  of  a 
sewer  line  blockage  in  another  section  of  town.  The  boiler  room  at  the  Middle 
School  was  at  one  time  totally  under  water  with  all  three  boilers  submerged. 
With  the  help  of  many  good  people,  including  the  DPW  and  School  Department 
employees,  we  never  lost  a  day  of  school.  It  is  appropriate  to  recognize  the  special 
efforts  of  maintenance  employees  Jake  Hubbard  and  Tom  Whitmore  for  their 
special  efforts  in  correcting  the  damage.  When  all  the  damage  was  repaired,  the 
town  realized  a  $100,000  dollar  plus  insurance  claim  reimbursement. 

School  Committee  Members 

The  School  Committee  beginning  in  1998  consisted  of  Dr.  Christine  Bridges, 
Chairman;  Mrs.  Patricia  Buker,  Vice-Chairman,  Ms  Connie  Tecce.,  Mr.  William 
Skulley  and  Mr.  Cy  Bode.  After  the  April  elections  Dr.  Bridges  was  once  again 
elected  Chairman,  Mr.  Bode  was  elected  Vice-Chairman,  Mrs.  Tecce  continued  on 
the  committee,  with  new  members  Mr.  John  Boghos  and  Mr.  Jeff  Foxon. 

School  Committee  Goals 

The  School  Committee's  major  goal  for  1998  was  to  complete  a  mission 
statement  for  each  of  the  schools,  as  well  as  for  the  School  Department.  This 
was  accomplished  with  an  outreach  effort  to  the  community  and  much  hard 
work  at  the  school  staff  level.  In  August,  the  School  Committee  set  a  new  goal 
and  that  was  to  develop  a  set  of  standards  or  hallmarks  by  which  the  public 
could  accurately  judge  its  schools.  Again,  it  was  judged  important  that  the 
Wakefield  public  be  active  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  goal. 

Conclusion 

In  1998  the  drop  out  rate  was  once  again  among  the  lowest,  and  therefore 
the  best  in  the  area.  The  results  on  the  State  Grade  3  reading  tests  were  solid. 
The  MCAS  results  were  low  across  the  state.  Wakefield  was  77th  from  the  top, 
out  of  254  districts  participating.  Our  graduating  students  continue  to  do  well 
with  over  80%  going  on  the  further  education.  All  in  all,  1998  was  a  good  solid 
year,  not  without  challenge,  but  with  very  few  major  incidents. 
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The  School  Department  continues  to  meet  the  challenges  set  forth  in  the 
Educational  Reform  Law  of  1993.  In  1999  all  professional  staff  will  have  to  com- 
plete recertification  requirements.  The  infusion  of  technology  into  the  curricu- 
lum continues.  Staff  continues  to  work  hard  to  meet  the  challenges  of  all  the 
new  changes  imposed  by  Ed  Reform.  There  is  an  increased  demand  for  account- 
ability and  excellence.  The  expectations  have  been  raised,  and  the  whole  com- 
munity is  stretching  to  meet  these  demands.  It  is  both  an  exciting  and  challeng- 
ing time  for  public  education.  Again,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  so  many  good 
people  in  Wakefield.

Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library 


Each  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  approves  and  adopts  policies,  maintains 
trust  funds,  and  works  with  the  Director  and  staff  to  promote  and  protect 
library  resources  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

In  1998,  Wakefield  voters  elected  Nancy  Delaney,  Timothy  Healy,  James 
Pappas,  and  Kevin  Penders.  Kristina  Carrick  served  as  Chair  in  1998,  and  Tim- 
othy Healy  as  Vice-Chair. 

Library  trust  funds  were  expended  this  year,  as  in  the  past,  to  fund  sum- 
mer reading  programs  and  young  adult  activities  and  to  assist  with  staff  contin- 
uing education. 

In  1998,  the  Beebe  Library  returned  to  its  original  home  upon  completion 
of  the  renovation  program.  The  "Library  at  Lakeside"  was  closed  and  the  Main 
Street  site  was  officially  reopened  to  the  public.  The  dedication  ceremonies  on 
March  14th  and  15th  were  well  attended  by  the  townspeople,  public  officials, 
and  highlighted  by  a  speech  from  Senator  John  Kerry.  The  building  has  received 
renewed  praise  for  its  services,  and  compliments  on  its  ambience.  The  Trustees 
wish  to  thank  Cheryl  Webb  Scott  for  donating  her  services  and  talents  in  per- 
sonalizing the  interior  design  of  the  library  for  the  people  of  Wakefield. 

The  library  fundraising  campaign  concluded  as  well  and  preparations  have 
been  made  to  erect  a  permanent  plaque  signifying  the  accomplishment.  The 
campaign  exceeded  its  intended  goal,  concluding  with  donations  totaling 
$200,970.81  for  furnishings  and  equipment. 

In  1998,  the  Beebe  Library  witnessed  a  number  of  statistical  increases  in 
the  areas  often  utilized  to  measure  a  library's  success  in  providing  quality  ser- 
vice to  a  community.  The  Beebe  Library  exhibited  significant  growth  in  circula- 
tion of  materials,  patron  traffic,  reference  requests,  computer  usage,  youth  and 
summer  program  attendance,  and  meeting  room  reservations.  The  library  also 
welcomed  the  opportunity  to  open  the  building  on  Saturdays  during  the  sum- 
mer, thus  providing  access  to  the  facility  for  six  days  each  week  year-round  for 
the  first  time  in  history. 

The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  are  grateful  once  again  to  the  many  faithful 
volunteers  who  continue  to  contribute  so  much  to  enhance  our  services,  and  ulti- 
mately our  community,  with  their  generous  gift  of  time  and  talent.

LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

In  1999,  Wakefield  completed  the  first  major  capital  project  in  twenty 
years.  How  should  it  be  evaluated?  The  completion  was  timely  and  within  bud- 
get. The  Town  did  not  become  engaged  in  legal  action.  But  what  are  the  benefits 
accruing  from  the  dollars  spent? 

People  are  using  what  they  bought.  All  objective  measures  of  use  —  patron 
traffic,  circulation  of  materials,  reference  inquiries,  computer  use,  and  program 
participation  —  show  significant  increases.  The  doors  to  the  renovated  Library 
open  twice  as  often  as  the  doors  to  the  old  building. 

The  Town  appropriated  money  to  keep  the  Library  open  Saturdays  during 
the  summer.  Saturday  proved  to  be  the  second  busiest  day  of  the  week  and  all 
measures  of  use  increased  over  the  summer  months  of  previous  years. 

There  are  also  subjective  measures.  Formerly,  parents  and  toddlers  fled  the 
Children's  Room  before  the  after-school  crowd  arrived.  The  Children's  Room  was 
too  small  for  these  groups  to  co-exist  peacefully.  Now,  the  Toddler  Area  is  occu- 
pied all  afternoon  and  into  the  evening.  This  population  uses  the  Library  at 
their  convenience. 

The  public  computers  are  used  intensively  by  patrons  whose  work  keeps 
them  at  their  workstations  through  the  dinner  hour,  formerly  a  very  slow  time 
for  the  Library.  One  wonders  how  these  people  accomplished  their  tasks  before 
the  equipment  was  available. 

Adult  students  use  Wakefield's  Living  Room  as  one  might  use  a  personal 
study  —  they  conduct  research  on  the  computers,  print  out  information,  move  to 
the  fireside  chairs  to  read,  lay  out  their  findings  on  the  tables,  move  back  to  the 
computers  to  write. 

Small  groups  re-arrange  furniture  to  suit  their  needs.  People  act  like  they 
own  the  place,  which  they  do. 

If  one  wonders  what  kind  of  community  Wakefield  is,  one  would  do  well  to 
visit  the  Library  and  covertly  peer  over  the  shoulders  of  townspeople  investigat- 
ing subjects  of  interest  to  them.  The  array  of  intellectual  curiosity  is  dazzling.

YOUTH  SERVICES 

1998  was  an  exciting  year  for  the  Beebe  Library's  Youth  Room!  The  move 
back  to  the  beautifully  renovated  and  expanded  Main  Street  building  was  a  fab- 
ulous success.  Even  though  the  staff  continued  to  provide  children's  activities  at 
the  YMCA  during  the  transitional  weeks,  the  use  of  our  "new"  space  was  an 
event  to  look  forward  to.  The  Dedication  Day  programs  were  the  first  to  utilize 
and  highlight  the  building.  Mallory  Bagwell,  mime  extraordinaire,  performed  all 
afternoon  for  families  attending  the  festivities. 

Storytimes,  craft  tables,  and  all  of  the  year's  activities  were  made  much 
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more  fun  with  the  addition  of  the  new  Program  Room  and  Lecture  Hall.  The 
staff  expanded  programs  with  the  expectation  of  greater  demand  and  the  oppor- 
tunity to  lure  new  readers  and  users  to  the  facility.  The  Talent  Show,  Bubble- 
mania,  and  Nature  &  Nurture's  visiting  reptiles  were  presented  smoothly 
because  of  the  new,  larger  spaces.  The  year's  programming  statistics  are  phe- 
nomenal! The  Youth  Room  provided  a  total  of  342  different  programs  serving 
9,257  children  and  their  families.  These  programs  included  storytimes,  craft 
programs,  school  tours  to  the  Library,  librarian  tours  to  schools,  book  swaps, 
pancake  breakfasts,  babysitting  workshops,  and  music  programs.  There  were 
many  special  events  such  as  the  Haunted  Halloween,  and  the  Kidstock  Creative 
Theater  Education  Center's  plays. 

The  new  Program  Room  was  in  use  constantly.  Storytimes  were  held  in  the 
mornings  and  early  afternoons  and  students  used  it  for  the  "Homework  Center" 
after  school  and  in  the  evenings.  There  were  tutors  available  in  the  Homework 
Center  two  days  each  week  to  help  students  with  homework  questions.  The  Pro- 
gram Room  has  been  filled  with  babies,  toddlers,  and  schoobaged  children 
enjoying  a  space  all  of  their  own. 

The  summer  reading  program  used  the  statewide  theme  of  "Unlock  the 
Mystery  ...  Read!"  Over  200  children  signed  up  for  the  program  on  the  first  day. 
Last  summer  the  Youth  Room  hosted  over  60  special  programs  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  2,243  children.  Each  week  boasted  a  different  theme  and  the  programs 
within  the  week  revolved  around  that  theme.  Cops  and  Robbers  week  featured  a 
visit  from  Detective  Richard  Cass  of  the  Wakefield  Police  Department,  a  "make 
your  own  detective  kit"  craft,  and  the  Murder  Mystery  Night.  Many  family  ori- 
ented programs  were  held  including  Family  Movie  Night,  Game  and  Pizza 
Night,  crafts  and  a  visit  from  storyteller  Alicia  Quintano. 

Increased  cooperation  with  the  public  school  system  enriched  both  institu- 
tions. Many  teachers  contacted  the  Youth  Room  to  provide  information  about 
upcoming  school  assignments  so  that  materials  could  be  made  available  to  help 
students.  Two  Children's  Librarians  attended  teacher  orientation  sessions  at 
the  schools  to  promote  Library  services  and  make  personal  contact  with  teach- 
ers. School  librarians  made  several  calls  to  ask  for  bibliographies  and  tours  for 
students.  There  were  meetings  with  specific  teachers  to  discuss  their  curricula 
and  how  the  Youth  Room  can  support  school  projects.  Children's  Librarians  con- 
tinue to  visit  the  schools  to  confer  with  staff  and  interact  with  students. 

The  huge  increase  in  the  technology  available  in  the  Youth  Room  presented 
opportunities  for  both  staff  and  public  education  about  computers  and  the  Inter- 
net. For  the  first  time,  the  Library  has  offered  Internet  training  classes  for  chil- 
dren and  parents.  Gerry  Pothier,  a  new  part-time  Children's  Librarian,  has 
implemented  these  Internet  training  sessions.  These  classes  are  held  at  the 
request  of  parents  and  their  children  on  a  weekly  basis  and  cover  the  basics  of 
keyboard/mouse  manipulation,  using  the  browser,  online  safety  and  evaluating 
web  pages.  The  content  is  tailored  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  children  who 
are  attending.  Each  day  after  school,  students  use  the  Internet  to  research 
homework  topics,  play  games,  and  communicate.  Librarians  are  present  to  help 
them  with  any  type  of  question  that  they  may  have  from  finding  a  certain  web 
site  to  word  processing  inquiries. 

The  collections  continue  to  improve  and  expand.  As  the  community  utilizes 
the  new  building,  the  staff  has  the  opportunity  to  evaluate  how  well  the  collec- 
tion is  laid  out.  Some  fine-tuning  has  already  taken  place  in  order  to  maximize 
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and  best  use  the  new  space  available.  The  children's  room  has  added  new  CD- 
ROMs  and  improved  the  collection,  and  all  of  the  CD-ROMs  continue  to  circu- 
late very  well.  The  board  book  collection  has  received  a  much-needed  boost  and 
the  reference  collection  has  been  updated. 

The  Young  Adult's  area  has  been  heavily  used  as  well.  This  new  space  was 
created  to  allow  the  older  students  a  special  place  to  sit  and  do  homework  or 
relax  on  cushions  and  talk.  Tiffany  Grossman,  the  Young  Adults'  Librarian,  has 
made  great  strides  in  working  with  the  middle  school  population.  The  YA\YA 
club,  which  was  begun  last  year,  has  grown  enormously  and  now  meets  every 
other  week  instead  of  once  a  month.  The  members  created  this  year's  annual 
Haunted  Halloween  and  hosted  the  summer's  highly  acclaimed  Talent  Show. 
They  also  make  art  projects  and  learn  more  about  topics  that  are  being  taught 
in  school. 

Looking  back  over  this  year,  the  Youth  Room  is  proud  to  have  offered  a 
wide  range  of  activities  for  children  and  their  parents.  The  response  from  the 
community  has  been  fantastic.  The  new  building  is  a  smashing  success  and  the 
public  has  responded  well  to  the  space,  the  technology,  and  the  services.

READERS  AND  INFORMATION  SERVICES 

The  big  news  this^ear  was  obviously  the  dramatic  change  in  the  Library 
building.  The  new  reference  area  is  substantially  increased  in  size,  with  850  feet 
of  shelving  for  reference  books.  Generous  donations  from  many  local  citizens, 
businesses,  and  groups  provided  beautiful  cherry  study  carrels,  tables,  and  com- 
fortable chairs,  significantly  increasing  the  availability  of  study  space  and  seat- 
ing for  researchers. 

Along  with  the  increase  in  size  came  a  huge  increase  in  patronage.  Refer- 
ence transactions  this  year  were  the  highest  in  history.  Patrons  asked  13,750 
basic  or  directional  questions,  and  18,900  more  in-depth  research  questions,  for 
a  total  of  32,650  questions  overall.  This  represents  a  17%  increase  over  1997,  all 
the  more  impressive  since  the  Library  was  closed  for  seven  weeks  for  the  move 
back  to  the  renovated  building.  When  the  move  is  taken  into  account,  there 
appears  to  be  a  36%  increase  in  average  weekly  transactions  over  last  year. 
Interlibrary  loans  also  hit  their  highest  point.  The  Library  borrowed  3,656  items 
for  Wakefield  patrons  in  1998  from  as  near  as  the  adjacent  towns  and  as  far  as 
Colorado.  The  number  of  books  loaned  to  other  libraries  was  3,893,  also  a  new 
high. 

In  addition  to  opening  the  new  building,  the  Library  also  inaugurated  its 
Internet  web  site  in  March.  Several  staff  members  from  the  Reference  and 
Youth  services  departments  collaborated  on  this  project.  The  site,  which  is  host- 
ed by  the  NOBLE  network,  can  be  found  at  www.noblenet.org/wakefield.  It 
includes  information  on  the  Library's  collections,  services,  programs  and  poli- 
cies, as  well  as  book  lists  and  links  to  other  sites  with  information  about  the 
Town.  A  news  and  events  page  keeps  people  up  to  date  on  upcoming  activities, 
and  includes  an  archive  of  current  and  past  Library  news  columns.  A  special 
section  covers  the  Library's  history,  the  Beebe  family,  and  the  recent  renovation 
project  and  fundraising  efforts.  Sprinkled  throughout  the  site  are  many  photos 
of  the  Library  building  and  recent  programs. 
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The  renovation  project  promised  and  delivered  a  v'?st  increase  in  Library 
technology.  There  are  now  a  total  of  39  public  computers  and  terminals  through- 
out the  building  -  22  in  the  adult  areas  and  17  in  the  Youth  Room.  These  work- 
stations offer  access  to  more  than  twenty  programs  in  addition  to  the  online  cat- 
alog. The  most  popular  program  by  far  is  the  Internet,  which  allows  patrons  to 
search  the  world  for  research  material,  hunt  for  job  leads,  pursue  hobbies,  or  e- 
mail  family  and  friends.  The  second  most  popular  program  is  Microsoft  Office, 
which  gives  patrons  the  capability  to  do  word  processing,  spreadsheets,  databas- 
es, and  business  presentations.  All  public  PCs  are  connected  to  high  speed  laser 
printers  from  which  users  can  print  at  no  charge,  and  many  of  the  programs 
also  allow  information  to  be  downloaded  to  a  floppy  disk.  Other  programs 
include  databases  of  telephone  listings,  street  maps,  online  encyclopedias,  poet- 
ry and  quotations  databases,  business  and  corporate  information,  Massachu- 
setts legal  information,  college  and  career  data,  and  three  full  text  magazine 
indexes. 

There  are  three  new  programs  of  particular  note:  through  funding  from  the 
Northeast  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System,  Wakefield  now  has  access  to 
DIALOG,  a  collection  of  almost  300  online  research  databases  in  a  variety  of 
fields,  including  national  and  international  news  wire  services  and  the  full  text 
of  many  major  newspapers.  Also  funded  by  the  Region  is  SIRS  Researcher,  a  full 
text  periodical  index  that  provides  collections  of  articles  targeted  at  the  kinds  of 
social  issues  that  students  often  need  for  research  projects.  Discover,  an  interac- 
tive multimedia  career  and  college  database,  has  been  generously  funded  by  the 
Wakefield  Rotary  Club,  a  local  service  organization  of  professional  business  men 
and  women.  For  adults  or  students,  whether  looking  for  a  first  job  or  changing 
careers,  Discover  helps  identify  suitable  careers  based  on  a  user's  interests  and 
abilities,  and  assists  in  the  job  search  with  sample  resumes,  cover  letters,  and 
job  interviews.  The  program  also  includes  information  on  colleges  and  financial 
aid,  military  careers,  and  internships.  Since  reopening  in  March,  the  Library's 
public  computers  have  been  used  an  average  of  nearly  1,900  hours  each  month. 
The  Internet  alone  was  accessed  42,473  times  this  year  and  the  word  processing 
program  was  used  7,535  times. 

Two  of  the  most  popular  research  databases,  the  full  text  periodicals  indexes 
SearchBank  and  EBSCO,  are  now  also  accessible  from  home  or  office  via  an  Inter- 
net connection  for  anyone  with  a  valid  Library  card  number.  EBSCO  is  available 
by  going  to  the  Internet  address  http^www.noblenet.org  and  SearchBank  is 
available  at  httpy/www.searchbank.com/searchbank/mlin_n_remote. 
Through  the  purchasing  power  of  groups  of  cooperating  libraries,  researchers  can 
have  free  access  to  expensive  online  databases  such  as  these  simply  by  signing  up 
for  a  Library  card. 

Rapidly  increasing  technology  has  also  spawned  a  huge  need  for  training, 
as  people  feel  overwhelmed  by  all  the  new  skills  they  need  to  know.  The 
Library's  technology  tutorials  were  well  attended  this  year,  with  210  people  par- 
ticipating in  80  sessions  offered  in  1998.  Training  sessions  cover  either  basic 
Internet  skills,  an  introduction  to  the  online  catalog  and  magazine  databases,  or 
using  the  Internet  to  enhance  a  job  search. 

The  Reference  Department  also  sponsors  two  book  discussion  groups.  The 
Greenwood  Book  Group  met  14  times  this  year,  with  around  twelve  attendees 
per  session. 

The  new  Wednesday  Night  Book  Group,  which  started  this  spring,  met  sev- 
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en  times  this  year,  averaging  eleven  attendees  per  session. 

The  Reference  Department  continues  to  offer  homebound  delivery  service 
to  those  residents  who  are  physically  unable  to  come  to  the  Library.  The  pro- 
gram currently  serves  fourteen  patrons,  and  66  deliveries  were  made  in  1998 
with  the  generous  assistance  of  10  volunteer  drivers  from  the  community.

ADULT  LITERACY  PROGRAM 

The  Adult  Literacy  Workshop  program  provided  services  to  forty-four 
learners  during  1998.  Forty  of  them  were  learners  of  English- as -a- Second  Lan- 
guage, representing  15  countries  and  12  primary  languages  from  around  the 
world.  The  remaining  students  were  native-born  English  speakers  practicing 
reading,  writing,  and  math  skills. 

The  tutor-learner  pairs  of  the  Adult  Literacy  Workshop  continued  meeting 
at  the  Paulson  Library  of  the  Galvin  Middle  School  until  the  Main  Street  Beebe 
Library  building  reopened  in  March.  Both  learners  and  tutors  are  very  grateful 
to  the  School  Department  and  neighboring  libraries  for  providing  study  space 
during  the  renovation  of  the  Main  Street  Beebe  Library.  Some  tutor-learner 
pairs  meet  at  the  tutors'  homes,  or  business  locations. 

A  few  English-as-a-Second  Language  learners  are  studying  with  their 
tutors  in  small  groups,  two  to  four  learners  with  an  experienced  tutor.  The  cur- 
rent small  groups  were  organized  at  the  requests  of  the  tutors  and  learners. 

As  of  December  31,  1998,  the  waiting  list  included  at  least  50  learners. 
Potential  tutors  do  continue  to  volunteer;  the  challenge  is  to  find  private  study 
space  where  learners  do  not  feel  exposed,  and  where  tutors  and  learners  do  not 
disturb  Library  patrons.  Anyone  interested  in  the  Adult  Literacy  Workshop  can 
call  the  Library  (246-6334)  for  information.

TECHNICAL  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

In  March  of  1998,  the  Library  held  the  grand  re-opening  of  the  newly  reno- 
vated Library.  Leading  up  to  opening  day  were  months  of  planning  and  prepara- 
tion by  all  staff.  For  the  Technical  Services  department,  the  work  included  plan- 
ning the  installation  of  a  new  local  area  network  of  computers.  Working  with 
network  professionals,  staff,  and  the  Building  Committee,  the  Head  of  Technical 
Services  assessed  the  hardware  and  software  needs  of  the  network.  Existing 
hardware  was  upgraded.  All  the  Library's  existing  computers  were  upgraded  to 
Windows95.  The  department  procured  the  services  of  network  consultants  to 
install  the  network.  New  hardware  was  also  procured.  With  the  addition  of  new 
computers  in  a  networked  environment,  licensing  issues  for  software  were 
addressed.  Existing  CD  ROM  programs  were  upgraded  to  their  network  ver- 
sions along  with  licensing  adjustments.  The  telecommunications  closet,  intend- 
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ed  to  house  all  the  network  equipment  plus  the  Library's  phone  system  was 
designed  and  redesigned.  Security  programs  to  protect  the  operating  systems  of 
the  network  were  re-evaluated  and  additional  licensing  purchased.  Hardware 
security  was  also  purchased  to  physically  secure  the  monitors  and  CPUs  to  the 
study  carrels  where  they  would  be  placed.  Working  with  the  network  consul- 
tants, Technical  Services  staff  and  other  staff  worked  together  to  format  the 
new  computers  to  present  a  consistent  interface  for  adult  and  youth  Library 
users.  The  network  equipment  was  installed  in  the  telecommunications  closet. 
Finally,  all  computers,  printers,  and  terminals  were  deployed  to  their  new  loca- 
tions in  the  Library. 

After  the  dust  settled,  twenty-four  computers  and  four  high-speed  network 
printers  were  available  offering  full  access  to  all  of  the  Library's  electronic 
resources.  Thirteen  additional  computers  and  terminals  offered  exclusive  access 
to  the  Library's  online  catalog.  In  the  Youth  Room-4  seven  computers  also 
offered  thirty-five  CD-ROM  games.  The  Readers'  and  Information  Services 
report  details  the  specific  electronic  applications  that  the  Library  now  offers. 

In  the  months  following  the  Library's  opening,  the  department  has  con- 
tinued to  upgrade  the  network  so  that  it  functions  at  maximum  efficiency  for 
both  Library  users  and  staff.  New  programs  are  installed,  upgrades  to  existing 
programs  added,  network  and  security  programs  enhanced.  CD-ROM  sub- 
scriptions are  upgraded  on  a  periodic  basis.  The  need  to  troubleshoot  software 
and  hardware  increased  for  both  Technical  Services  staff  and  public  services 
staff.  In  short,  the  work  of  maintaining  a  computer  network  is  ongoing  and 
intensive. 

In  another  area  of  computer  planning,  the  department  is  in  the  process  of 
preparing  for  Year  2000.  Older  generation  computers  have  been  tested  for  Year 
2000  compliance,  and  have  been  found  to  be  compliant.  The  department  will  be 
contacting  the  manufacturers  of  all  Library-owned  software  to  ensure  that  the 
current  versions  of  the  software  are  also  Year  2000  compliant.  Upgrades  to  the 
software  will  be  acquired  when  necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  ongoing  work  of  processing  and  inputting  new  materials, 
the  department  was  challenged  by  the  addition  of  new  collections  to  the  Library. 
Youth  Services  added  several  new  audio-visual  collections  this  past  year,  including 
music  audiocassettes,  books  on  tape,  and  educational  CD-ROMS.  The  challenge 
with  these  new  collections  is  the  same  for  all  Library  materials,  which  is  to  present 
the  material  in  an  attractive  and  functional  format.  Technical  Services  is  pleased 
to  be  able  to  accomplish  this  task,  especially  with  the  new  CD-ROM  collection. 

The  Technical  Services  Department  is  also  responsible  for  ordering  Library 
supplies.  At  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  department  determines  what 
supplies  have  been  ordered  in  the  past  year,  and  what  the  price  increases  have 
been.  In  an  attempt  to  streamline  this  process,  the  department  has  implement- 
ed a  new  tracking  system  that  will  provide  more  information  about  the  frequen- 
cy of  ordering  supplies  and  current  pricing. 

The  department  is  also  responsible  for  facilitating  the  gift  magazine  pro- 
gram. This  year,  as  in  previous  years,  Wakefield  citizens  and  community  organi- 
zations gave  generously  to  the  Library  to  provide  nearly  $800  worth  of  magazine 
subscriptions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  DIRECTOR

The  Library  at  Lakeside  closed  Saturday,  January  24th.  The  renovated 
Library  was  dedicated  on  Sunday,  March  15,  1998  and  the  Library  opened  for 
business  the  next  day.  At  Lakeside,  patrons  were  encouraged  to  borrow  sufficient 
Library  materials  to  cover  the  closed  period.  Library  staff  worked  diligently  sort- 
ing and  packing  for  the  return  move.  Before  renovation,  the  Library  had  a  maze  of 
equipment  rooms  on  the  Lower  Level.  The  new  Library  recovered  these  spaces  for 
public  use,  resulting  in  a  more  efficient  use  of  the  building.  Two  years  of  staff 
planning  developed  a  "place  for  everything  and  everything  in  its  place"  mentality. 
Each  office  and  service  desk  area  was  furnished  from  a  plan,  so  unpacking  went 
smoothly.  The  most  complicated  task  involved  integrating  the  books  in  storage 
with  the  books  moved  from  the  Library  at  Lakeside.  Staff  members  had  measured 
the  collection  and  perfected  shelf  plans  to  accommodate  the  integration.  Volun- 
teers worked  with  staff  members  to  fill  the  shelves  and  keep  the  books  in  order. 

As  opening  day  drew  closer,  staff  worked  feverishly  to  put  the  house  in  order. 
Additional  volunteers  were  recruited  to  vacuum  plaster  dust  and  clear  packing 
debris.  Staff  and  Trustees  planned  Dedication  Day  and  opening  week  activities, 
perfected  the  Library's  web  page,  and  designed  brochures  and  flyers.  Recogniz- 
ing the  extra  effort  required  of  the  staff,  the  Friends  of  Beebe  Library  arranged 
a  thank-you  luncheon  served  by  the  Friends  officers. 

The  Wakefield  Garden  Club  created  thematic  arrangements  for  the  public 
rooms.  The  spectacular  floral  displays  reflected  the  thoughtful  color  palette  used 
throughout  the  renovated  Library.  Garden  Club  members  Evelyn  Ring  and  Bar- 
bara Carino  coordinated  these  efforts.  The  Garden  Club  continues  to  provide 
arrangements  for  the  Circulation  Desk. 

Library  staff  member  Marianne  Snow  coordinated  the  entertainment  for 
Donors  Night  and  Dedication  Day.  Ms.  Snow  and  Donna  Loews,  another  staff 
member,  designed  and  produced  the  thank  you  quilt  given  to  The  Savings  Bank. 
The  quilt  has  pockets  to  hold  notes  from  the  public  thanking  the  bank  for  donat- 
ing the  space  for  the  Library  at  Lakeside.  All  staff  were  present  on  Sunday  for 
the  Dedication  ceremony.  The  public  demonstrated  their  approval  of  the  reno- 
vated space  by  their  attendance  and  warm  compliments. 

Staffing  patterns  have  been  adjusted  to  accommodate  the  increased  activity. 
Charlotte  Wood  and  Carmel  Chisholm  were  hired  to  replace  Nancy  Hoop  and 
Laura  Hyson,  both  of  whom  resigned  during  the  year.  Geraldine  Pothier  was 
hired  for  additional  hours  in  the  Youth  Room.  For  the  first  time,  the  Library 
was  open  on  Saturdays  during  the  summer.  Certainly,  the  air-conditioning  was 
a  draw  but  so  were  computer  access,  Internet  classes,  children's  programs,  and 
vacation  reading  displays. 

The  new  logo  featuring  a  beehive  is  a  fitting  symbol  for  the  renovated 
Library.  The  'bee'  symbol  comes  from  the  Beebe  family's  coat  of  arms,  but  the 
idea  of  the  Library  as  a  "beehive"  of  activity  illustrates  the  central  role  the 
Library  plays  in  Wakefield.  Planning  made  the  building  work,  but  staff  activity 
accounts  for  the  "buzz"  of  activities.

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Report  of  the  Wakefield  Municipal 
Gas  and  Light  Department 

To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield 

Our  one  hundred  fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Municipal  Gas  and  Light 
Department  covers  the  fiscal  period  July  1,  1997  to  June  30,  1998. 

The  total  electric  sales  of  the  Department  were  approximately  the  same  as 
the  previous  fiscal  year.  This  was  due  in  part  to  a  reduction  in  the  sales  to  the 
commercial  and  industrial  customers.  The  Department  continues  to  explore  the 
possible  use  of  fiber  cable  and  the  communications  industry.  The  Department  is 
now  operating  a  fiberoptic  communications  cable  connecting  the  North  Avenue 
Garage,  the  Town  Hall,  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  McGrail  Station, 
Memorial  High  School  and  Beebe  Station  on  Farm  Street.  The  new  cable  has 
made  it  possible  for  the  Town  to  save  the  monthly  expense  of  a  communications 
line  that  was  being  used  between  the  Town  Hall  and  the  School  Department.  The 
Department  is  continuing  to  upgrade  its  distribution  system  to  assure  reliable 
service  well  into  the  next  century. 

The  gas  sales  of  the  Department  again  decreased  due  to  the  warmer  than  nor- 
mal weather.  The  Department  continues  to  have  small  increases  in  the  number 
of  gas  heat  customers.  The  Department  is  continuing  its  process  of  exploring  the 
possibility  of  installing  a  connection  with  the  TENNECO  gas  transmission  line. 
We  have  installed  approximately  60%  of  an  8-inch  plastic  pipe  subtransmission 
loop  that  will  be  used  for  gas  distribution  when  the  Department  completes  the 
connection  to  the  transmission  line.  If  we  are  successful  in  obtaining  the  connec- 
tion, the  Department  should  be  able  to  save  approximately  $400,000  in  purchase 
gas  expense  that  will  flow  through  to  our  customers.  In  order  to  increase  the  reli- 
ability of  gas  supply  to  its  customers,  the  Department  is  continuing  its  program 
of  replacing  gas  mains  where  needed.

The 
aggregate  amount  of  the  Capital  Projects  Fund  at  any  time  shall  not  exceed  ten 
percent  of  the  equalized  value  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  as  defined  in  section  one 
of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws;  the  Town  Treasurer  is  authorized  and 
directed  to  reduce  the  amount  otherwise  dedicated  from  the  annual  tax  levy  to 
accomplish  this  limitation. 

3.  Amounts  in  the  Capital  Projects  Fund  shall  be  used  in  any  fiscal  year  to 
reduce  the  amount  in  the  tax  levy  for  such  fiscal  year  to  pay  principal  of  and 
interest  on  long-term  debt  of  the  town  maturing  or  due  in  such  fiscal  year, 
which  debt  was  incurred  under  section  7  or  8  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General 
Laws.  The  amount  to  be  so  used  shall  not  exceed  one  million  dollars  in  any  fiscal 
year  without  additional  appropriation  by  town  meeting  and  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Town  Treasurer  on  or  prior  to  August  first  of  each  fiscal  year  and  notice 
of  such  amount  shall  be  given  to  the  Town  assessors  within  ten  days  of  the 
determination.  Such  amount  shall  be  used  without  further  appropriation  by  the 
Town  Assessors  to  reduce  the  amount  otherwise  to  be  assessed  for  such  fiscal 
year  pursuant  to  section  twenty-three  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws. 
In  addition,  the  town  may  appropriate  money  from  the  Capital  Projects  Fund  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  at  any  special  or  annual  town  meeting  for  any  purpose  for 
which  the  town  would  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  under  section  7  or  8  of 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

4.         This  Act  shall  be  effective  upon  its  passage.  The  one  million  dollar

FOR  THE  FISCAL  PERIOD  ENDING  JUNE  30,  1998 

The  Town  again  finished  fiscal  year  1998  with  a  very  solid  financial  posi- 
tion and  a  budget  surplus  of  approximately  $450,000.  The  Town  appropriated 
approximately  $864,000  of  the  FY97  free  cash  balance  during  the  fiscal  year, 
and  restored  most  of  that  with  the  year  end  surplus.  The  combined  balance 
sheet  and  statement  of  revenues  and  expenditures  for  all  funds  is  presented  on 
the  following  pages.  Additional  detail  for  the  General  Fund  and  a  schedule  of 
outstanding  debt  is  also  presented. 

In  most  cases,  revenue  increases  kept  pace  with  increases  in  operating 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  and  helped  to  contribute  to  the  surplus.  Cherry 
Sheet  revenues  increased  again  over  FY97  and  the  State  distributed  additional 
lottery  funds  of  $150,189. 

Our  outstanding  indebtedness  increased  in  FY98  when  the  Town  sold 
bonds  in  the  amount  of  $3.2  million  to  replace  short  term  construction  loans 
with  permanent  financing  for  the  new  library  building.  The  Town  is  currently 
funding  the  Dolbeare  School  project  with  $6  million  of  short  term  borrowings 
until  the  project  is  completed. 

KPMG  Peat  Marwick,  Certified  Public  Accountants,  currently  audits  the 
Town's  annual  financial  statements.  The  complete  financial  statements  and  the 
auditors'  report  are  available  from  the  Town  Accountant  and  are  on  file  in  the 
Selectmen's  Office.  Copies  of  all  financial  reports  and  ledgers  are  available  upon 
request  during  normal  business  hours.
